Do not bind up or close any fourth of July 
wound. Lockjaw, or tetanus, is caused by a 
bacillus or germ which exists plentifully in street 
dirt. iis ifactive so long as exposed to the air, 
bat when carried beneath the skin, as in the 
wounds caused by bits of percussion caps or by 
rusty nails, and when the air is excluded the germ 
is roused to activity and produces the most viru- 
lent poison known. This is the cause of lockjaw. 
Have any fourth of July wound, no matter how 
apparently insignificant, dressed by a doctor, who 
will know how to cleanse it thoroughly and apply 
the proper treatment to prevent the growth and 
activity of this bacillus and resulting in lockijaw.— 
Chicago board of health. 


The Toy Pistol, its elder relative, the Real 
Revolver, and the rest of the Explosive fam- 
ily, including the Brass Cannon, the Giant 
Firecracker, and the Cane Torpedo, began 
getting together yesterday for their annual 
fourth of July reunion, and the surgeons, 
physicians, and police courts got busy at 
once, 

It was only a preliminary affair yesterday 
and last evening, but it produced death and 
sorrow, and was prophetic of a large list of 
dead and fhjured today. 


The Dead. 

KUHN, ROBERT, 18 years old, 6607 South Park 
avenue; shot himself while attempting to extract 
a cartridge from a revolver which he intended to 
use for celebrating the fourth. He died soon 
afterward. 

MoCOTTER, ALEXANDER, 914 Fletcher street, 
70 years old; fell from the roof of building at 
7045 Western avenue while decorating it in honor 
of the fourth; died five minutes later. 


The Injured. 

Donaldson, Oscar, 9226 Exchange avenue, South 
Chicago; injured by a giant cracker which he 
held in his hand. 

Healy, Thomas, 1 Institute place, struck by a 
stray bullet, supposed to have been fired by sume 
person celebrating the fourth of July. Removed 


Hurd, Dennis, 18 years old, 121 West Sixtieth 
street, struck by stray bullet fired by John Gil- 
lespie, a neighbor. Hurd was playing with fire- 
crackers in front of the building at the time of 
the shooting. He may die. Police released Gil- 
lespie, who had surrendered himeelf. 

Kennedy, Patrick, 85 years old, 708 West Twenty- 

- gecond street, shot himself while testing a re- 
volver in preparation for the fourth of July. It 
exploded and a bullet entered Kennedy's right 
side; wound not serious. 

Kelly, Max, 13 year old office boy; shot tn the hand 
while standing at a window on the sixth floor of 
a building at 188 Monroe street; bullet a stray 
one from some celebrater’s revolver. 

Wiatkes, Thomas, 336 North Sangamon street, left 
hand burned while discharging a giant fire- 
cracker; removed to County hospital. 


Revolver’s Fatal Work. 

The death of Robert Kuhn cast a gloom 
over the neighborhood in which he lived. 
His mother and father had left him and his 
18 year old cousin, Mary Neihl, playing about 
the house while they went to visit a friend at 
7 p.m. The boy and girl haé one bunch of 
firecrackers, and as soon as these were dis- 
charged they began to plan some further 
means of celebrating the eve of the fourth. » 

*“*I tell you, Mary,” I'll get papa’s revol- 
ver,”’ said the boy. ‘“‘ And we'll fill it with 
blank cartridges.”’ 

He led the way.to the bedroom on the sec- 
ond floor, where he knew a revolver lay ina 
drawer. He showed the girl several blank 
cartridges which had been given to him that 
day by another boy. He then proceeded to 
empty the chambers of the ball Cartridges. 
One exploded and the bullet penerated his 
left eye, passing out of the back of his head. 
The little girl ran terrified from the house. 

In a few minutes the boy’s parents re- 
turned. Mrs. Kuhn had heard some children 
remark that her son had been shot and she 
hurriedly made her way to the room where 
he lay. When told there was no hope she 
was led away and sheis now ina serious <on- 
dition. The boy died soon afterward. 


Falls from a Roof. 


McCotter had been engaged by the pro- 
prietor of the saloon at 745 Western avenue 
to decorate the place with bunting and flags. 
In order to drape the bunting about the eaves 
the aged man secured a ladder and ascended 
it. 4Vhile thus engaged he lost his balance 
and fell thirty feet to the sidewalk. His 
skull was fractured.

For 
the most part the premature celebrators 
contented themselves with the smaller ex- 
plosives and the injury was more to the 
nerves than anything else.

Vain Orders Against Sale. 

Police have been instructed repeatedly to 
stop the sale of fire arms and these instruc- 
tions were given yesterday by the west side 
police justices with special reference to the 
Ghetto.

DIES INWOMAN'S DEFENSE 


STREET QUARREL COSTS-THOMAS 
KANE HIS LIFE. 


Resente Insults Offered His Sweetheart 
by Two Men and in Encounter Is 
Stabbed by One of His Assailants— 
‘Dies on Way to Hospital Without 
Identifying Antagonists, Both of 
Whom Escape—Many Persons Join 
in Vain) Pursgit. 


While protecting his sweetheart, Annie 
Wilson, from the insults of two men who, 
she declares, are unknown to her, Thomas 
Kane, 86 Wells street, was ‘fatally stabbed 
last night. The murder occurred near Ohio 
Street and La Salle avenue, and was wit- 
nessed by a dozen persons, a number of whom 
joined in the chase of the murderers. 

George Norris, a cabman, who was pass- 


with his vehicle for five blocks. During the 
chase several shots were fired, but the noise 
of these was drowned by the roar of the 
fourth of July fusillade, and they failed to 
attract the attention of the police. In an 
alley off La Salle avenue the men disap- 
peared, and at 1 a. m. they had not been 
captured. 

Kane was taken to.the Passavant hospital 
in an unconscious condition, and the police 
were unable to procure an ante-mortem 


of the institution while being carried to 
the operating room. 


Kane Runs to Woman’s Aid. 


go avenue police station, with D. 8. McClain, 
111 North Clark street, and Frank Riley 
and Emil Buehler, who were witnesses of the 
affair. 

According to the story told by Miss Wilson, 
which is in part corroborated by the other 
witnesses, she was accosted near the corner 
by the two unknown men. Miss Wilson 
declares she attempted to pass the men, 
who appeared to be intoxjcated, but was 
stopped by them. After a brief conversa- 
tion one of the men struck her and as she 
screamed for assistance Thomas Kane, who 
had been conversing with a friend a few 
blogks away, rushed to her assistance. He 
grasped at one of the men and shouted 
** You'll have to apologize for this.’’ 

A scuffle ensued, and the man grasped by 
Kane was seen to draw a knife and stab at 
him. The blade penetrated his left breast 
above the heart and Kane fell to the side- 
walk. The men then started down the street 
at a rapid walk, followed by the boys. 

When Norris joined in the chase their 
speed was accelerated, and several men, the 
boys assert, fired at the fugitives. The men 
ran in La Salle street to Indiana street, then 
to Wells street, and back on Ohio to La 
Salle. There they disappeared. 3 

Boys Describe Fugitives. 

Both of the men, according to the de- 
scription given by the boys, were appar- 
ently 25 years old, smooth shaven, and well 
dressed. Miss Wilson, who was taken to 
the station, was in a hysterical condition at 
midnight and could not give a coherent ac- 
count of the meeting and murder. She is 


at 166° 

D. S. McClain, who is being held by the 
police, was attempting to soothe the woman 
when the police arrived, and although a wit- 
ness of the killing, apparently could give 
the police no information of value to them. 
He is being held on the theory that*he is 
a friend of the men who did the stabbing. 

Stop to Witness Quarrel. 

Frank Riley and Emil Buehler, the boys 
who witnéssed the killing, declare they can 
identify the men. Buehler lives at 250 
Townsend street and his companion at the 
Mentone hotel. The boys declare the quar- 
rel between Miss Wilson and the men was 
well under way when they were passing 
and that they stopped to witness it. They 
believe that the men are known by the 
woman. 

The body of Kane was taken to Gavin's 
undertaking rooms at 226 Clark street. The 
man’s clothing bears traces of a severe 
struggle, and the police believe that he 
was worsting his assailant when stabbed. 
All the witnesses will be held until the 
affair has been thoroughly investigated, — 


AIR TANK BURSTS, KILLING 
ONE AND INJURING ANOTHER. 


Cylinder Explodes in Pullman Shops 
While Under Test, Causing Death of 
M. Farrell and Hurting A. Stuver. 


An air tank burst while undergoing a test 
in the Pullman car shops yesterday after- 
noon, instantly killing one man and severely 
injuring another. | 

The Dead. 
FARRELL, MICHAEL, 21 years old, 11400 State

The Injured. 

Stuver, Abraham, 23 years old, 11250 Indiana 
avenue, cut on right cheek, rib fracttired, and 


right arm broken. 
The air tank which caused the fatality 


was on the common pattern used beneath 
passenger cars and connecting with the air 
brake. The tanks are submitted to a test 
upon completition, and it was while thus 
engaged that Farrell lost his lifg. 

Air was being forced into the tank, and 
the register showed that the tank had only 
been tested to one-third of the usual pres- 
sure when it burst with a loud report. Sev- 
eral pieces of iron struck Farrell, instant- 
ly killing him.* Stuver was standing a few 
feet from Farrell and narrowly escaped 
with his life. The windows in the room 
were shatered and furniture was sroken 
by the flying pieces of tron.

Oregon Convict Fights Two 
Desperate Battles with 
Pursuers Near Se- 
attle, Wash. 


GIVES UP STOLEN LAUNCH 


Takes Horse from Farmer and 
Rides Toward City with In- 
tention of Raiding Gamb- 
, ling Houses. 


Seattle, Wash., July 8.—[Special.]—Harry 
Tracey, the fugitive Oregon convict, today 
fought two desperate battles with pursuers, 
kiting two and wounding four. 

Abandoning his stolen launch, Tracey 
started toward Seattle with the avowed in- 
tention of holding up a policeman and then 
cleaning out Clancey’s saloon and gambling 
house, 

He was pursued by a posse, which found 
him near Bothwell. In the battle that fol- 
lowed Tracey killed Charles Raymond, a 
deputy sheriff of Everett, fatally wounded 
Deputy Sheriff John Williams of this city, 
and wounded Carl Anderson and Loule 
Seefrit, reporters. | 

This posse disabled, Tracey esdaped, and 
Yate in the evening held up a farmer, stole 
his , and rode away. ” 

Gov. McBride has offered a reward of $2,000 
for the capture of Tracey and ordered two 
companies of militia to join in the chase. 


Kills in Second Battle. 
Tonight the desperado appeared in Fre- 
mont just outside this city. He made no 
effort at concealment, and when the police 
attempted to arrest him he killed Police- 
man E. BD. Dreece, fatally wounded a citi- 
zen named Riler, and rode away. ° 


First Posse Defeated. 


The first posse was composed of Deputy 
Sheriff Williams, Nelson, McGee, Bernier, 
and Snyder. Tracey was seen walking the 
track of the Seattle and International rail- 
road this morning by Jack Freeman, watch- 
man at the State university. He notified 
the sheriff’s office,, and the pursuit began. 
The posse of deputy sheriffs were soon joined 
by a number of citizens. 


Opens Fire on Pursuers. 

Tracey was concealed in a cabin on the 
banks of Squaw slough, two miles from 
Bothell. When the posse came in sight 
Tracey commenced firing. Williams and 
Raymond were both hit. Tracey then re- 
treated and concealed himself in the cabin.

I 
entered. the company’s house at 9:30 in the 
morning and found a man with a gun there 


.| beckoning me to the door leading to the 


stairs. I supposed the boys were playing 
some prank, and paid no further attention 
to him, or to the other men, but proceeded 
to eat breakfast. Therest of the men seemed 
unusually quiet, but that did not arouse 
my suspicions. 


Tracey Takes Command. | 

“When through breakfast I reached my 
hand into my pocket, and then for the first 
time the stranger spoke—‘ take your hands 
out of your pockets, captain,’ said he. ‘ You 
haveagunthere. Itis no use for you to draw 
it.’ 

“* Who are you?’ I demanded. 

Tracey,’ he replied. 

‘“‘After ordering the cook to put him up 
a lunch, he ordered four of us to tie the other 
two men in the party, and then proceed to the 
launch. Arriving at the launch he helped us 
to get under way, all the time keeping his 
hands on his rifle. 


Wanted to Shoot Guards. 

‘“*We set sail at 10 o’clock and it was his 
first desire to land on the beach near Tacoma, 
as he said he wanted to go as close as he 
could to McNeill’s island in order to take 
a shot at the guards there. 

“All day he displayed the most daring 
recklessness regarding the taking of human 
life, and exercised the most exacting vigi- 
lance to prevent us from getting the drop 
on him in any manner; or even from dis- 
cussing the matter among ourselves for the 
purpose of forming a plan for simultaneous 
action. We were all unarmed.” 


Says He Killed Merrill. 

Tracey told the crew of the launch that he 
had killed his fellow fugitive Merrill in a 
duel. He said they agreed to walk ten 
paces, turn, and fire, but that he turned at 
eight paces, shot Merrill in the back and 
killed him. The police do not believe the 
story. 


History of oes. 

Harry Tracey and David Merrill esca 
from the Oregon penitentiary on the morn- 
ing of June 9 after killing three guards, 
wounding a fourth, and shattering the leg 
of a fellow prisoner who sought to detain 
them. The prisoner's leg was later ampu- 
tated and he died from the operation. Both 
convicts secured arms from some persons 
outside and were being marched to work 
im the foundry when they made their break 
for liberty. 

After getting clear of the walls the pris- 
oners took a wounded guard named Tiffany 
and used him as a shield until they reached 
timber, where they deliberately murdered 
him. 

Harry Tracey was arrested in Portland on 
Feb. 6, 1809, after an exciting battle with 
Detective David Weiner. Tracy was wanted 
for burglary. 

Tracey fired two shots at the detective and 
then jumped into the engine with his revolver 
to the head of the engineer. He ordered the 
engineer to go ahead at full speed. The con- 
ductor stopped the train, however, and, seeing 
that his plan had been frustrated, Tracey 
jumped from the engine and started to run. 
Half a dozen shots were fired at the fugitive,. 
one of which took effect behind his ear, and 
he was captured, A month afterward, while 
being taken from jail to the courtroom, he 
exchanged several shots with the jailer, but 
was overpowered. 

Dave Merrill was arrested on Feb. 6, 1899, 
in a house where he had hidden a large quan- 
tity of plunder.

FILIPINO REBELS 
GET FULL PARDON. 


President Grants Amnesty, 
Puts Philippines Under 
Civil Rule, and Thanks 
the Army. 


ORDERS IN EFFECT TODAY 


Cuba and in Archipelago, De- 
claring Cases of Cruelty 
Were Rare. 


Washington, D. C., July 3.—[Special.}- 
President Roosevelt. today extended amnesty 
to all Filipinos who have been in rebellion 
against the United States. He formally 
declared that peace has been restored in the 
Philippines, and placed the entire archipelago 
under civil control. The order takes effect 
tomorrow—that the day may be one of cele- 
bration in the 
America. 

In connection with the ending of military 
rule the president took occasion te thank 
the army for its services in Cuba and the 
Philippines. He praised the officers and 
privates for their services in Cuba and their 
capable handling of the problems presented. 


Defends Army in Philippines. 

In thanking the troops in he Philippines 
the president seized the opportunity to an- 
swer the critics of the army, pointing out 
the difficulties, trials, and sufferings of the 
soldiers; their cheerfulness under trying 
circumstances, and he stated that the num- 
ber of cases of cruelty to the natives has 
been remarkably small in consideration of 
the circumstances. 

“With surprisingly few individual ex- 
ceptions,” he says, “ the army’s course has 
been characterized by humanity and kind- 
ness to the prisoner and the noncombatant.”’ 

‘these things, marking one of the most im- 
portant chapters in Philippine history, were 
accomplished through the issue of three 
separate orders and proclamations, one by 
the president over his own signature, ex- 
tending amnesty, one through Secretary 
Hoot by the president's order, relieving Gen, 
Chaffee from his duties as military gov- 
ernor, and a third addressed to the entire 
army of the United States, 


Text of Amnesty Proclamation, | 
The amnesty proclamation, which {i 


lengthy, is as follows:. 
BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATDS. 


A PROCLAMATION; 


C Whereas, Many of the inhabitants of the 
} Philippine arehipelago were in insurrection ~ 


against the authority and sovereignty of 
the kingdom of Spain at divers times from 
August, 1896, until the cession of the archi- 
pelago by that kingdom te the United States 


of the persons so engaged in insurrection 
have until recently resisted the authority 
and sovereignty of the United States; and, 

Whereas, The insurrection against the au 
thority and sovereignty of the United States 
is now at an end, and peace has been estab- 
lished in all parts of the archipelago, ex- 
cept in the country inhabited by the Morg 
tribes, to which this proclamation-does not 
apply; and, 


Whereas, During the course of the insur- 
rection against the kingdom of Spain and 
against the government of the United States 
persons engaged therein, or those in sym- 
pathy with and abetting them, committed 
many acts in violation of the fuws of civilized 
warfare; but it is believed that such acts 
were generally committed in ignorance of 
those laws and under orders issued by the 
civil or military insurrectionary . leaders; 
and, 

Whereas, It is deemed to be wise and hu- 
man, in accordance with the beneficent pur- 
poses of the government of the United States 
already suffered punishment shall not be held 
criminally responsible, but shall be relieved 
from punishment for participation in these 
insurrections, and for unlawful acts com- 
mitted during the course thereof by a genera! 
amnesty and pardon; 


Pardoh for All Rebels. 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Theo 
dore Roosevelt, president of the United 
States of America, by virtue of the power 
and authority vested in me by the constitu- 
tion, do hereby proclaim and declare, with- 
out reservation or condition except as here- 
in after provided, a full and complete pardon 
and amnesty to all persons in the Philippine 
archipelago who have participated in the in- 


surrections, for the offenses of treason, or 
sedition, and for all offenses pdlitical in 
their character, committed in the course of 
such {nsurrections, pursuant to ordere issued 
by the civil or military insurrectary au- 
thorities, or which grew out of internal po- 
litical feuds or dissensions between Filipinos 
and Spaniards or the Spanish authorities, or 
' which resulted from internal political feuds 
or dissensions among the Filipinos them- 
selves during either of said insurrections. 


Some Classes Excluded. 

Provided, however, tha® the pardon ana 
amnesty hereby granted shall not include 
such persons committing crimes since May 
1, 1902, in any province of the archipelage 
in which at the time civil government waa 
established; nor shall it include such persons 
as have been heretofore finally convicted ot 
the crimes of murder, rape, arson, or rob- 
bery by any military or civil tribunal organ- 
ized under the authority of Spain or of the 
United States of America, but which special 
application may be made to the proper au- 
thority for pardon by any person belonging 
to the exempted classes, and such clemency, 
as is consistent with humanity and justice, 
will be liberally extended; and, further, 

Provided, that this amnesty and pardon

Sends Word from Yakutsk. 


When last heard from before starting 
across Siberia Mr. De Windt and his party 
were at Yakutsk, said to be the coldest place 
in the world, the spot Siberians call “ the 
end of ‘the world, for beyond it lie only 
gloomy forests and the frozen “‘ tundras ”’ 
that end in arctic desolation. He said then: 


*‘In summer the journey from Irkutsk is | 


easy, for steamers ply when the waters of 
the Lena will permit, but in winter the 
tedious sleigh journey is, if possible, avoided. 
There is no regular post road. Late in the 
fall the frozen Lena takes its place, the track 
being indicated by a double row of fir 
branches stuck into the snow the whole 
length of the 2,000 miles. We accomplished 
this in twenty-six days, and the journey was 
about as tough a one as hunger, intense cold, 
pitiless snowstorms, and inferior cattle could 
make it. 

** Accommodation during the trip consisted 
of posthouses, situated at intervals of fifteen 
to thirty miles, along both banks of the river. 
They are mostly miserable shanties, where 
only shelter, hot water, and sour black bread 
are procurable. 


Suffer Much from Cold. 


- Time §vas too precious to waste in thawing 
out ourgown provisions (invariably frozen to 
the conBistency of stone) more than oncea 
day, generally toward sunset. Wetherefore 
suffered severely from cold. And it was 
cold, the thermometer seldom rising above 
20° below zero and often falling to 50°. One 
bitter night during a long stage 63° below 
zero Was registered. But it was not unex- 
pected, for Yakutsk is noted as being the 
coldest place in winter in the world. 

“The river scenery varies little, and be- 
comes after the first few ays intensely 
monotonous. Day by day nothing meets the 
eye but limestone cliffs, sparsely covered 
with spruce, larch, and fir trees. 

“Inland, numerous well wooded hills run 
in an almost continuous chain nearly the 
whole distance from Irkutsk to this place, 
They are, however, honeycombed with val- 
leys, many of which, trending due north and 
south, would greatly facilitate the construc- 
tion of the proposed railway. 

“A couple of towns, Kirensk and Witimsk, 
figure largely on most maps, but are little 
more than overgrown villages, although gold 
is now being worked to some extent around 
Witimsk, which is, therefore, growing in im- 
portance as a mercantile center. 

‘‘ During the sleigh trip down from Irkutsk 
scarcely a day passed without some accident 
of vexatious delay. Vodka is cheap and 
‘yemstchiks ’ but mortal, and as the usual 
troika (three horses abreast) must for the 
greater part of this voyage be harnessed in 
tandem owing to the narrow track, disasters 
are not uncommon. 


Danger from Hot Springs. 

“On the lower Lena an upset and a roll in 
the snow only raise a laugh, but the hot 
springs that enter the upper waters of this 
mighty river are not to be trifled with, for 
there the ice, even of enormous thickness, 
is frequently so melted away as to break 
through under the sleigh, and this is at night 
time a continual source of danger to trav- 
elers. 

“Two thousand miles (since leaving the 
railway) of our land journey to New York has 
been wiped out. The distance was covered 
by means of 122 drivers and 732 horses, at a 
total cost of under $150 each sleigh. 

‘“ Yakutsk is the capital of a province which 
could comfortably accommodate (from an 
area point of view) the whole of Europe, with 
the exception of Turkey and European Rus- 
gia. The province has a population of 270,000, 
of whom 220,000 are native Yakutees, the 
remainder Russians, Timguses, Lamutes, 
and Tchuktchis, in a descending scale. 
Yakutsk is little known at present, but must 
shortly make a name in Siberian history. 


Much Gold on Lena. 


“ The Lena teeme with gold and other val- | 


vable minerals, corn and barley grow lux- 
uriantly and are exported south, while cat- 
tle (only introduced during the last thirty 
years) thrive and grow fat even in this In- 
hospitable clime. In 1885 there were but 
70,000 head. There are now more than 300,- 
000. In 1885 there was not a steamer on the 
Lena. There is now a fine fleet of more 
than thrty, which will take you to Irkutsk 
in ten days or bring you thence in twenty. 
Iron also exists in the lower Lena, and

fair steam coal has lately been discovered 


near the delta, but the bright future of this 
huge province is assured by the undoubted 
existence of gold in more than paying quanti- 
ties from Witimsk all the way to the Arctic 
ocean. Timber also abounds, and is of the 
most valuable kinds. It seems incredible 
that cereals of ali varieties should flourish 
nearly as far north as Yakutsk, and that 
vegetables of most kinds should be grown 
in and around thatcity. Yet such is the case. 


Exiles Lead Easy Lives. 

‘* Political exiles are not s} numerous here 
as is generally supposed. A score at Kirensk 
and Olekminsk, about thirty at Yakutsk, and 
the same number at Sredni-Kolymsk are 
the total. None are actually in prison and 
most lead a perfectly free existence. You 
meet them every day as guests at the table 
of the governor and other officials; and I am 
staying in the house of the chief of police, 
who has frequently entertained them during 
my visit. 

“The director of the Yakutsk museum is 
an exile, who last month regained his liberty. 
He tells me that he will not return to Russia, 
but will remain here to complete a work on 
the province in which he has passed a five 
years’ enforced residence. Most of the politi- 
cal exiles I have met seem contented and not 
at all harassed by exile. The Russian exile 
of real life is unlike the type in sensational 
literature. 


Coldest Place on Earth. 


 Verkoyansk ig said to be the coldest place 
in the world, but I fancy Yakutsk must run 
it close. Sixty degrees below zero is an ordi- 
nary temperature here, and solid slabs df 
jee form the windows of the poorer classes. 
They are fitted in the fall, and only melt 
late in the spring. The dead He here for years 
physically unchanged, for the soil is frozen 
to a depth of 600 feet. The body of a young 
Russian girl exhumed last month was found 
unblemished in flesh or feature, although she 
had lain in her grave for five years. 

‘In windy weather frost bite is common, 
but on a still day even 50 degrees below zero 
can be borne with impunity, for the blue sky 
and sunshine of Yakutsk are more brilliant 
than those of the ItalHan Riviera. 


Discouraged at Outlook. 

Bad news awaited us here. It seems cruel 
that fate should have selected this year 
of all others to render travel from here to 
the north almost an impossibility. Reindeer 
have this winter been decimated by wolves, 
and those remaining are so weak that the 
1,500 miles to Sredni-Kolymsk, usually com- 
pleted in under three weeks, will now require 
more than two months. 

“ Early in May the sleighing season ends, 
and during the summer Sredni-Kolymsk is 
as isolated from the world as a desert island 


in midocean. You can neither reach the 
place nor leave it, so that time is to us of 
vital importance. 
_ Measles Scatter Natives. 

“Their villages are deserted and food is 
unprocurable along the 1,500 miles from the 
Kolyma river to Bering straits, generally 
a populous district. Should it be impossibie 
to travel on from Sredni-Kolmysk, the ex- 
pedition may be imprisoned there until next 
winter, when sleighing is resumed. 

‘‘Now the case seems hopeless, and the 
Russian authorities here have begged me 
to abandon my project. This I shall not do, 
but push on and trust to luck, and we leave 
this place tomorrow for the Arctic. It is 
only fair, however, that your readers should 
be aware of otir cruel ill luck and of the al- 
most insurmountable obstacles that bar the 
way to our “ land of promise ’’—America! 

Reindeer Sleds Used. 

*“ The sleighs that brought us from Irkutsk 
are here discarded for narta, or small reindeer 
sleds, about seven feet by three feet, en- 
tirely covered in by canvas and reindeer 
skins. A bearskin forms the bed, and here 
we shall lie at full length, snugly enough, day 
after day; night after night, for the next two 
months, while a Yakute driver urges on his 
deer team. Light furs here are useless. 

“The traveler bound for the Kolyma dis- 
trict must take all his provisions in a frozen 
state, for food is scarce along this lonely 
track of 1,800 miles. The reindeer stations 
are 150 to 200 miles apart, but povarnias (un- 
tenanted huts) are found at shorter intervals, 
They contain shelter, wood, water in the 
shape of slabs of ice, and nothing else. 

* Our first stopping place will be Verkoy- 
ansk, which “we may reach, with luck, in 
about a month, eleven days being the usual 
time required. Less than half the distance 
from Irkutsk to East cape has been covered, 
and we are practically bound upon an almost 
forlorn hope! The stupendous difficulties of 
an overland trip from Paris to New York can 
only be realized by those who have attempted 
the journey. May we, in.face of all these 
almost insuperable obstacles, come out all 
right in the end! Success will be all the 
sweeter.” 

Friends Pass Anxious Months. 

Since then frie of the explorer, made 
more anxious by his discouraged report from 
Yakutsk, bave waited fearful of bad news, 
so the meseage delivered by the St. Paul 
brings cheer to many hearts. 

The distance from Yakutsk to the dreary 
settlement of Nijni-Kolymsk is 2,500 miles, 
and De Wirdt must have covered the dis- 
tance inside of two months, 


Leave Last Traces of Man. 
At Nijni-Kolymsk the last ragged v 


estiges 
of civilization were left and the De Windt 
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expedition disappeared into the unknown 
to work ite way along the bleak and barren 
shores of the Arctic ocean to Bering‘sStraits, . 
a distance of about 1,500 miles. 6a 

Dog sleds driven by the Tchuktchis of thig 
icy desert were the means of locomotion, 
but the walrus hide huts are few and far 
between, and this portion of the voyage was 
the hardest. 


Objects of the Trip. 


The main object of the De Windt expedi- 
tion was to explore the unknown regions be- 
tween Nijni-Kolymsk and the Bering straits, 


with a view to the construction of a railway 7 


which would communicate with the trans- 
alaskan line now being actively pushed 
northward from Klondike. ; 

The construction of a tunnel under Bering 
straits would, in the opinion of skilled engi- 
neers, be not only feasible but comparatively 
inexpensive in view of the enormous mineral 
resources, the Golcondas of gold and copper, 
that have lately been discovered in the north- 
east districts of Siberia, through which the 
line would pass. 

The result, therefore, of the De Windt ex- 
pedition is of concern to the civilized world, 
and no expense or pains were spared by its 
promoters to render the enterprise a complete 
success. 


- Seeks Route for Railway. 


Few men are so optimistic as to the future 
of railroads as is Mr. de Windt. “A rail 
route from Paris to New York is only a 
cuestion of time and money,’ he said before 
leaving London, and he hopes during his 
own lifetime not only to discover a feasible 
route for such a road, which is the object 
on which he is now engaged, but to see the 
road completed and take a journey on it. 

Serious attempts were made to dissuade 
Mr. de Windt from his peritous expedition, 
because of his personal popularity. His 
many friends are most apprehensive as to 
the outcome of the trip. Mr. de Windt Is 
known as a journalist as well as an explorer, 
and is one of the best liked men in London 
society. He is also distinguished by pro- 
nounced artistic and musical tastes. 


Wife Anxious to Go with Him. 


Some years ago the explorer’s first wife, 
wno was a sister ef Walter Long, died, and 
he has married a Sister of Lady Petre. The 
new Mrs. de Windt, who is young and beau- 
tiful, is a daughter of a professor in Toronto 
university. She is a courgeous young wom- 
an, and at first intended to accompany him 
over & part of his present journey. It was 
decided the dahgers are too great to be 
risked. 

Mr. de Windt’'s sister, Lady Brooke, is the 
only Englishwoman now living bearing the 
title of ranee. She is the wife of the rajah 
of Sarawak, and was received by Queen 
Victoria at Windsor as a reigning sovereign. 
The ranee is not only an accomplished 
writer and artist, but an unusually gifted 


Contradicts George Kennan. 


Among the statements made by Mr. de 
Windt none has attracted more attention 
than his contention that certain at least of 
Siberian exiles have a fairly agreeable time. 
In refutation of George Kennan’s stories of 
Siberian life Mr. de Windt has said: 

“* At Akatu, in the Nertchinsk mining dis- 
trict, the prisoners have roomy cells, well 
lighted and warmed, decorated with jugs 
filled with flowers picked by the prisoners 
while on the way to work in the mines a 
mile distant. 

“The convicts march to their work daily, 
smoking and singing choruses. They have 
three good meals daily and are supplied with 
an unlimited quantity of beer at dinner. 

“The condition of the mines is quite as 
good and the labor legs than in the English 


‘mines. The men sleep on mattresses and 


pillows. There is no work done on Sundays 
and saints’ days, and concerts and plays are 
given.”’ 


Career of the Explorer. > 


Harry de Windt was born in Paris {n April, 
1856, and educated at Magdalene coilege, 
Cambridge university. He served as A. D. 
Cc. to his brother-in-law, Rajah Brooke of 
Sarawak, 1876-'78, then started on his ex- 
plorations. Although his field has been 
chiefly Siberia and Alaska, he has made jour- 
neys in equatorial lands. 

Mr. de Windt is known familiarly through 
his books, “ Pekin to Calais by Land,” “A 
Ride to India.” and “ Through the Gold 
Fields of Alaska to Bering Straite.”” It was 
the successful accomplishment of his land 
journeys from Pekin to Paris and from Euro- 
pean ‘Russia to Bombay, before the days of 
the Transsiberian railway, which first sug- 
gested to Mr. de Windt the idea of traveling 
from America to France overiand.

Coronation Guests Depart. 


A number of coronation guests left London 
today, including the crown prince of Norway 
and Prince Komatsu of Japan. Both were 
seen off by gatherings of distinguished per- 
sons at the station, where every one seemed 
to be in high spirits with regard to the con- 
dition of the king. 

Crowds of the soldiers now in London make 
daily pilgrimages to Buckingham palace to 
gaze at the window of his majesty's apart- 
ment while people gather to stare at the 
strange uniforms and stranger faces of the 
native soldiers from distant quarters of the 


empire. 
Fijis Sing Hymn at Palace. 

A striking scene was witnessed today. A 
big wagon loaded with Fijian soldiers drew 
up in front of the palace. The men were 
bare legged and bare headed, their frizzy 
hair was long and dyed, and with their white 
cotton skirts and quaint tunics they pre- 
sented a strange spectacle, even in cosmo- 
politan London. In front of the palace, and 
to the amazement of the assembled crowd, 
the Fijians solemnly intoned a hymn of 
intercession in their native tongue, which 
had been composed for the occasion by one 
of their number.

LONDON, July 4, 3 a. m.—While the cor- 
onation functions will be suspended this 
week after the picturesque durbar is held in 
the India office and the king’s dinners for 
half a million working people are eaten, | 
there is an artificial demand froma;ghe dis- 
appointed public for the addition, of town 
shows. 

The halfpenny press eagerly advocates a 
parade of colonial and Indian troops over a 
long route, where they can be seen by th 
masses in the east and south of London, and) 
other suggestions are offered for the enter- 
tainment of the public. 

There are persistent rumors that the coro- 
nation will be hurried on, and many dates are 
mentioned, ranging from the middle of 
August to the middle of October. Members 
of parliament, officials of the court and civil 
service, and business men regard with ex- 
treme disfavor the prolongation of public 
excitement and gm premature attempt to 
carry out the original program. There will 
be general relief when the town is allowed 
to settle down to its ordinary habits of life” 
and btsiness. 


Decision Rests with King. 

The decision respecting the date of the 
ceremony in the abbey rests with the king 
and will not be reached until a close ap- 
proach is madeto normal health. The proba- 
bilities point to a single procession to the 
abbey, greatly simplified, and a coronation 
ceremony in abridged form. 

The king's medical advisers, while satis- 
fled with the progress of the patient, are em- 
phatic tn warning him against overtaxing 
his strength in the near future. It is now 
known that they tcok a serious view of his 
condition before the Aldershot review and 
advised surgicai treatment immediately after 
the first breakdown of health. 

The king was determined to see the thing 
through and the court officials who denied 
alarming rumors about hie health took these 
cues from him and not from his medical 
advisers. 

The imperial conference will be resumed 
today in the colonial office.

DISBROW WILL TRY TO SHOW 
VICTIMS DIED BY SUICIDE. 


Plan of Defense in Good Ground Mys- 
tery Is Outlined in Hearing—Wit- 
nesses Contradict the Coroner. 


Good Ground, L. I., July 3.—[Special.]— 
Louis A. Disbrow, accused of the murder of. 
Clarence Foster and Sarah Lawrence, will 
claim in his defense that Foster and Miss 
Lawrenee committed suicide by agreement 
out of remorse caused by their relations. 
This was revéaled today at the close of the 
hearing, when Rowland Miles, counsel! for 
Disbrow, stated this was his theory. 
Witnesses called by the prosecution today 
contradicted the statement of Coroner 
Nugent that there was no injury on the head 
of Foster when his body was taken from 
Tiana bay. 

Walter King, 15 years old, testified he saw 
Foster's body before it was buried, and that 
a cut an inch and a half long was plainly 
visible over the right eye. 

George EB. Aldrich, a carpenter, faw the 
body on the beach and examined it care- 
fully. Pushing the hair back from the fore- 
head, he said, he discovered an abrasion 
about a quarter of an inch in diameter high 
up under the hair. 

Byron R. Newton of New York swore to 
the cut over the right eye and was positive 
that, when he saw Foster's body on the 
beach, blood was trickiing from the ears. 

Dr. Chattle told of the cut over Foster's 
eye, which, he said, was distinct, and de- 
scribed the small abrasion high up on the 
man’s forehead much as Aldrich did. 

William Walton, the painter, who accom- 
panied Disbrow on 4 spree the day after 
the deaths of Foster and Miss Lawrence, 
told of what Disbrow said to him the night 


they slept together.

Two 
weeks ago the woman registered at the hotel 
as Mrs. Annie Fauser. Nothing else is 
known of her. She remained in her room 
most of the time, and during the last few 
days her melancholy aspect was commented 
on. She is 35 years of age. 

At’ 
the county hospital last night it was said 
she had a chance of recovery. < 


Suicide of Mrs. Parker. 

Another woman tried to die yesterday and 
succeeded. She was Mrs. John D. Parker of.

Recently Mrs. Parker figured in a sensa- 
tional scene in a downtown café which cul- 
‘minated in her bringing suit for separate 
maintenance.

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning Dr. Parker, 
who was sleeping in a room adjoining the one 
occupied by his wife, awoke and noticed the 
odor of gas. Entering his wife's bedroom 
he found gas escaping from two jets. The 
doors and windows were all tightly closed; 
After a hasty examination to assure himself 
that there was no hope of saving his wife 
Dr. Parker notified the police. A coroner's 
inquest was held at the house, and a verdict 
of death due to asphyxiation caused by in- 
haling gas while temporarily insane was re- 
turned. 

“7 do not think my wife has been in her 
right mind for the last three years,” said Dr. 
Parker. “ She talked of ending her life, and 
confided her intention to neighbors as well 
as myself. To illustrate Ner morbid thoughts, 
she paid a visit to New Ritsen, Minn., some 
time ago, where one of our children is buried, 
for the purpose of selecting a spot for her 
own grave in the cemetery.” 

Mrs. Parker was the mother of Dr. Harley 
Parker, the baseball player, Jay Parker, and 
Miss Alice Parker.

Baltimore, July 3.—[{Special.]—Four 
persons were killed and immense damage 
was done in a storm which ewept the city 
and harbor this afternoon.

Several of the vessels in the Balti- 
more harbor dragged their anchors and 
were damaged. 


Heavy Damage in Ohio. 
Zanesville, 7% July 3.—A rain almost equal- 
ing a cloudburst fell tonight, doing great 
damage. Washouts have occurred on the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio roads. 
Baltimore and Ohio through train No. 47, 
from Baltimore to Chicago, is lying in a 
ditch at Sonora, eight miles east of here, and 
half submerged in water. None of the pas- 
sengers or crew was hurt. Baltimore and 
Ohio train No. 112 is laid out by washouts 
at Blackhand, fifteen mi:és west. There are 
big washouts on the Pennsylvania at Ellis, 
ten miles north. 

Iowa Swept by Storm, 
Des Moines, Ia., July 3.—[Special.]—Great 
damage was done by a storm which swept 
over north central Iowa early this morning.

The Chicago Great Western railroad suf- 
fered seriously. It lost 600 feet of track and 
a bridge near Hicks, and the track was dam- 
aged at a number of points between Oelwein 
and Waterloo.

Washouts near Par- 
kersburg delayed the Illinois Central and the 
Elue Earth division of the Chicago Great 
Western. The Rock Island, because of the 
washouts north and south, is running trains 
into Waterloo over the Illinois . Central 
tracks. 
{, Deaths Caused by Storm. 
Detroit, Mich., July 3.—A rain storm of tor- 
rential proportions swept over the lower 
peninsula of Michigan last night and early 
today, doing tremendous damage. Crops 
suffered severely, and there are numerous 
washouts on the railroads. At Rochester, a 
Michigan Central freight train was ditched 
by a washout and two were killed and three 
injured. Trains are late on allroads. Inthe 
southwestern part of the state the storm as- 
sumed the proportions of a cyclone, and sev- 
eral persons were fatally injured in the 
wrecks of houses and barns.

BANK TELLER ENDS LIFE 
WHEN HAND IS BLOWN OFF. 


Numbers of Persons Suffer Serious In- 
juries by Careless Use of Fireworks 
“and from Premature Explosions. 


Troy, N. Y., July 3.—[{Special.]—Crazed by 
intense suffering, William C. Daboll, a bank 
teller, killed himself tonight at his home in 
the north end of town. Daboll was out with 
his son exploding firecrackers about 7:30 
and a large cannon cracker exploded in his 
hand, lacerating the latter in such a manner 
that it hung in shreds.

CANNOT SUPPRESS BETTING. 


Committee of English House of Lords 
Advises Restrictive Legislation in | 
_ Regard to Bookmaking. 


LONDON, July 3.—The select committee 
of the house of lords which was appointed 
last January to deal with the.evils of bet- 
ting, and which included the earl of Dur- 
ham, the earl of Harewood, the earl of 
Derby, the earl of Aberdeen, Viscount 
Peel, and the Rt. Rey. John > Percival, 
bishop of Hereford, among its, members, 
has just issued its report: The committee 
has arrived at the conclusion that betting 
cannot be altogether suppressed; but in view 
of the fact that while the practice has de-. 
clined among the higher classes and horse 
owners, it has taken an increasingly stronger 
hold on the working classes, it recommends 
that betting should be confined by legislation 
to the actual scenes of racing and athietics. 
Bookmakers who induce boys and girls to bet 
should be imprisoned without the option of a 
fine, and the committee finds that the same 
penalty should be extended to street book- 
makers, against whom repeated convictions 
have been recorded. It deprecates any at- 
tempt to prohibit the publication of starting 
prices, but favors the suppression of the 
advertisements of sporting tipsters. The 
committee considers it impossible that the 
jockey club should undertake the responsi- 
bility of licensing bookmakers and opposes 
the introduction of the French Paris nrutual 
system,

** Pop’ Williams did pull off what ought to 
have ‘been ome in the second game, byt 
Schaefer was glued to first at the time, and 
gave Hartman plenty of time to throw him 
out at second, although it is doubtful if 
Dutch’’ could have beaten “ Pop” to 
first. In every inning except the first in that 
second game the Colts had as good chances 
as could be asked for to score, and yet it re- 
quired St. Louis’ only error to let in the one 
Jone run that did count. They hit Murphy 
in every inning except one, and in four in- 
nings they made two hits, but failed to score. 


New Man Promises Well. 

Fred Clark, the recruit from Utah, made 
is first appearance in a National league 
uniform, and looked good to the fans.

Game Lost in the Eighth. 

It is easier to tell how the runs were made 
than how they were not. TheColts made the 
first tally of the day in the initial inning 
when Dexter walked, after two were out, 
stole second, and came home on Kling’s 
timely single—the only one made by a Colt, 
by the way. Tinker’s fumble, a sacrifice, and 
Hartman’s double gave St. Louis one after 
two were out in the second.

Good Times, and Record Total of 
Cook County and Chicago Probably 
WiM Be Broken—Last Work to Be 
Done Today—increase in First Ward 
Due to Improvements—Decision of 
Will County Court Makes Radical 
Changes Possible. 


An increase of $20,000,000 in the assessed 
valuation of taxable personal property in 
Chicago and Cook county, which means @ 
cash value appreciation of $100,000,000, is 
expected to be shown by this year’s assess- 


ents when the board of assessors closes up 


its warrant books tonight and turns them 
over to the board of review. This will be 
the high water mark of personalty values un- 
der the new revenue law and will result in an 
assessed valuation for taxation purposes on 
realty and personalty of more than $350,000,- 


000 on the assessors’ figures alone.

Last year the total assessed value of per- 
sonalty in the city and county was listed at 
$78,083,608 by the assessors. This was raised 
to $83,380,315 by the reviewers.

BISHOP HELD NO? GUILTY 


COMMITTEE EXONERATES DR. 
TALBOT FROM ALL BLAME. 


Vote Is Five for Acquittal and Four 
in Favor of Holding Him for Trial— 
Dr. Irvine, Whe Preferred Charges,. 
Not Satisfied and Declares He Will 
Ask Another Investigation—Scandal 
Grows Out of Rector’s Ruling on 

Divorce Question. 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 3.—{Special. ]—Bish- 
op Talbét of the Central Episcopal diocese 
of Pennsylvania was exonerated today by a 
committee of ministers and lJaymen, who de- 
cided there was not sufficient evidence to 
warrant holding him for trial on the charges 
preferred by the Rev. Dr. Irvine of Philadel- 
phia. 

The vote on the matter, was close, five of 
the members of the committee favoring ac- 
quittal and four holding out for referring 
the matter to the house of bishops for trial. 
Dr. Irvine, who was unfrocked by the bish- 
op while serving as rector of St. John's par- 
ish, Huntington, Pa., is dissatisfied with the 
verdict and declares he will make applica- 
tion for a new board of inquiry to take into 
consideration new testimony which he is pre- 
pared to offer. 


Bare Majority for Acquittal. 

Those voting against returning the bishop 
for trial were the Rev. Dr. J. G. Foley, the 
Rev. Dr. D. J. Powers, Col. W. Fred Reyn- 
olds, H. M. North of the Central Penn- 
sylvania diocese, the Rey. J. Lewis Parks of 
Huntingdon of the New York dlocese. 
Those voting to return the bishop for trial 
were the Rev. Dr. W. B. Bodine of the Penn- 
sylvania diocese, the Rev. J.’ Lewis Parks of 
the New York diocese, and the Rev. Dr. 
Hodges and Daniel M. Thomas of the Mary- 
land diccese. 

The trouble out of which the scandal gre 
came up out of the divorce question, It i 
alleged by Dr. Irvine. He and the bishop 
were schoolmates, and had been lifelong 
friends. Both were among the signers of 
the petition to the general Episcopal con- 
vention at Washington asking that com- 
munion be denied to all divorcees. 


Finds Church Worker Divorced. 

When Dr. Irvine had been at St. John’s for 
some time he declares he was shocked to find 
that Mrs. Emma D. Elliott, one of the prom- 
inent workers of the church, was a divorced 
woman, and that her husband had obtained 
a separation from a former wife on other 
than canonical grounds. He at once wrote 
to the bishop, he said, and was told to bar 
Mrs. Elliott from communion. 

Mrs. EXlifott was barred. Immediately, 
Dr. Irvine averred, she sought advice from 
the bishop, and he soon became her ally. 
The bishop, when he came to the parish, it 
was charged, stopped at the home of the E}- 
liotts and refused to see the rector. 


Soon Learns of Persecution. 

Dr. Irvine said he soon became aware that 
he was being persecuted, and that Bishop 
Talbot was allied with Mrs. Elliott and two 
other divorced persons against him. Soon 
he was arrested on a charge of,forgery, he 
declared, and the bishop aided im the prose- 
cution. Dr. Irvine was cleared, but later he 
was unfrocked. 

Dr. Irvine is now engaged in business in 
Philadelphia, where he is successful, but 
he cherishes resentment against the bishop. 
Therefore he is anxious to press the charges 
against his former superior, whom he ac- 
cuses under eleven specifications, holding 
that Bishop Talbot has disturbed the peace- 
ful relations of the parish to please one 
Emma D. EMliott; that Bishop Taibot has 
fallen under her influence; that he is guilty 
of falsehood and vacillation in regard to her 
excommunication by Dr. Irvine; that he con- 
spired with her to have Dr. Irvine arrested 
and prosecuted; that the pishop hag violated 
canon 4, title 2, of the general convention; 
that he is charged with maligning Dr. Irvine 
and compounding a criminal offense: that 
the bishop has violated his vows of conse- 
cration in scandalizing religion and the 
church by unbecoming conduct.

O'DONNELL READY 
QUIT OFFICE. 
Public Administrator Awaits 


Governor’s Demand for 
His Resignation. 


YATES WRITES LETTER. 


Convicted Jury Bribing Con- 
spirator Denies Receipt o 
Message, 


Patrick H. O'Donnell, convicted as one of 
the jury-bribing conspirators, may célebrate 
the fourth of July by writing a declaration of 
his own—a resignation divesting himself of 
the title of public administrator of Cook 
county. Last night he dented that he had 
received Gov. Yates’ letter demanding his 
immediate resignation. But if the missive 
comes today its orders will be promptly fol- 
lowed—uniess more political pressure, in- 
voked yesterday afternoon, checks the exec- 
utive mandate. 

Will you resign when you receive the gov-. 
ernor’s letter?’’ was asked Mr. O'Donnell. 

Well, I haven't received any letter, so: 
I’m not talking,” wae the guarded reply. .

But Mr. O’Donnell warmly denfes that he

“I’m feeling fine,”’ he said. “ Never have 
been worried. I suppose some people think 
me conceited. Iam, ladmitit. My business 
is growing right along, and I'm keepinggright 
along in my old way. No, sir;. I'm not 
worrying one bit. I eat enough for two men 
and I’m just ae tall as lL ever was.”’ 

The governor's letter that is seeking the 
' public administrator is terse and pointed. It 
was dictated at Springfield yesterday morn- 
ing, and reads: 

“P. H. O'Donnell, Chicago—Dear Sir: 
Please forward at once your resignation of 
the office of public administrator of Cook 
county. RICHARD YATES.”’ 


Lorimer a Friend of O’Donnell. 

During the afternoon Wildam Lorimer was 
one of the unexpected callers at the offices 
of State’s Attorney Deneen. O'Donnell has 
always had his close friendship, and it was 
asserted that he had requested the state's 
attorney to withdraw any pressure looking 
to O’Donnell’s removal untjl his case can 
be finally digposed of by the higher courts. 
This was denied by both parties to the confer- 
ence, but Mr. O’Donnell’s friends asserted 
last night that Mr. Lorimer would aid the 
public administrator in every way possible. 
It was at the urgent instance of Mr. Lorimer, 
Andrew J. Graham, and other west side pol- 
iticilans that O’Donnell was appointed to the 
post by Gov. Tanner'in 1897. 


Doesn’t Remember Signing Petition. 

Various judges of the courts were disin. 
clined to admit that they had signed tha 
petition to the governor asking for Mr. 
O’Donnell’s removal. 

Probate’ Judge Cutting, who has cut off, 
the issuance of letters of administration to, 
Mr. O’ Donnell as a result of the latter’s con- 
viction Saturday, denied knowledge of any, 
such document. 

“It was news to me,” said he, “ when J, 
read the report from Springfield that such a, 
petition had been forwarded. I cannot be-, 
lieve the report, as I am the judge most in- 
terested, and no one has asked me to sign, 
any petition or join in any such request.” 

“I know nothing of such a petition,” said 
Judge Hanecy, chief justice of the circuit 
court judges. “I think the circuit court, 
judges would not do any such thing without, 
consulting me, though, of course, they have, 
the right to do so.” 

Judges Baker, Clifford, Neely, Hutchinson, 
Horton and County Judge Carter spoke to, 
the same effect. One did remember that he 
had signed a ‘“ double-headed” petition, 
calling a meeting of the judges to apportion, 
vacations. | 

“But I don’t believe any such request 
could have been innocently coupled“on to 
that petition,” concluded the jurist. 


Court Business Accumulating. 

In the meantime business that should be 
transacted by the public administrator is 
piling up in the Probate court. Unless 
O'Donnell does resign Probate Judge Cut- 
ting during the coming week will appoint a 
number of citizens to receive letters of ad- 
ministration and take charge of pending es- 
tates. So rapidly has the volume of busi- 
ress increased since Mr. O'Donnell assumed 
the post that, it is asserted, it may take as 
long as five years to settle up the estates 
now in his care. In cases where letters 
were issued to him at the request of per- 
sons who did not have the money to fur- 
nish the required bonds O’Donnell’s bonds 
amount to $1,000,000. 

Twice during Probate Judge Cutting’s term 
there has been trouble over the adminis- 
tration of the office, but each time O’ Donnell 
showed himself innocent of wrongdoing.

ARRESTED FOR FIRE 


Young Man Who Says He Discovered 

j Blase in Hall of Big Apartment 
Building at 3% A. M. and Whe Was 
Burned Suspected of Knowing of 
Origin of the Myaterious Flames— 
His Story Differs Widely from That 
of Others, 


Burr E. Darrow, proprietor of the cigar 
store and barber shop in the Monroe apart- 
ment building at Sixty-first street and Mon- 
roe avenue, was taken into custody yester- 
day afternoon by Detective Kinder at the 
direction of Fire Inspector Conway. At the 
end of the three days of investigation of the 
early morning blaze in the Monroe the fire 
inspector concluded that the stories told by 
Darrow about discovering the fire and his 
subsequent actions varied so widely from the 
evidence of other witnesses that he con- 
cluded to make a complaint of arson against 
the young man. 

On Tuesday morning at 3 o’clock the apart- 
ment house was discovered on fire by P. B. 
Carhart, who lives opposite the building. 
Mr. Carhart told. Jnspector Conway that he 
was aroused b e slamming of the door at 
the south entrance to the building. He saw 
@ man run north a half block, he said, and 
then turn south and run around the corner of 
Sixty-first street. Carhart then noticed a 


fire near the telephone tu 
building. 


_ Darrow Tells His Version. 
Darrow said that he had discovered the 


fire in the hallway while going to his home 
from the Madison 


none of the tenants of the building heard 
his cries. They were awakened by Carhart 
when he ran from his home across the street. 
Inspector ,Conway attaches much impor- 
tance to the two fires that were found by the 
firemen in Darrow’s store. How these fires 
started Darrow said he did not know. He 
said that before the fire he had lost two 
keys to his place and that probably the in- 
cendiaries had used them to enter the store 
and fire the building. 


_ Forty Families in Building. 

At the time of the fire there were forty 
families asleep in the apartment house. One 
of the fires was under the steps in the hall- 
Way and had it not been extinguished would 
have cut off exit from the upper floors. An 
odor of kerosene pervaded the hallways and 


Fragments of a quart glass jar were found 
under the speaking tubes in the hallway. 
On the morning of the fire Darrow says that 
he had accompanied a young woman to her 
home from a dance on the south side. He 
could not recall her name and said that he 
left her on the street before she reached 
her home, at her request. Darrow is 24 
years old. He came to Chicago from Sauk 
county, Wis,, where his parents live, about 
@ year ago. In November he opened the 
store in the Monroe building and later took 
out $700 fire insurance. 

At the conclusion of the investigation he 
was taken to the East Chicago avenue sta- 
tion by Detective Kinder.

TRADE RULED BY THE WEATHER 


Favorable Condjtions or the Reverse 
_ Influence Business in All 
Lines. 


New York, July 8.—Bradstreet’s Review 
tomorrow. will say: 

“ Weather and crop conditions have been 
first in evidence this week, diverse infiu- 
or depress Throughout the northern 
half of the country, from the Atlantic coast 
to the Rocky mountains, except in some 
parts of the northwest, cool, wet weather 
has injured or arrested crop develapment, 
hurt retail distribution, and checked re- 
orders and fall business with jobbers. On 
the upper south Atlantic coast crop condi- 
tions ve been favorable and trade has 
been measurably helped thereby, but ex- 
tremely hot weather in the middle gulf sec- 
tion is complained of as affecting crop and 
trade conditions. 

Warmer dry weather is imperatively 
needed in the northern and western sections 
of the country if summer trade is to reach 
its full velopment. Eastern cities note 
the check given by the weather to retail 
trade and the summer resort business. 


Rains Excite Grain Markets. . 

“ Grain markets have been considerably 
excited by the heavy and almost torrential 
rains reported in the central west. Winter 
wheat harvesting has been interfered with, 
the oats crop has been damaged, and the 
growth of the corn crop has been arrested. 
To just what extent injury has been done 
remains for warm, fine weather to disclose. 

* The situation has not changed material- 
ly in industrial lines. Signs of the soft coal 
strike in Virginia and West Virginia failing 
increase, and a number of mines have re- 
sumed. The Kentucky and Illinois coal 
miners announce they will not strike and 
thus violate their ¢ontracts. In the Bir- 
migham district the miners and operators 
have failed to agree and a suspension of 
work was inaugurated July 1. 


Few Building Trade Troubles. 

Building trade troubles are not so no- 
ticeable as previously. The glass shutdown 
has become uiversal, but this is the usual 
vacation suspension. A favorable develop- 
ment hag been the voluntary granting of 
higher wages to 100,000 men in the iron and 
steel industry. The anthracite strike drags 
on, but a change is looked for next week. 
The soft coal miners and coal carrying roads 
are reaping a rich harvest. 

“Small supplies of coke operate against 
the fullest development of fron production. 
Between the high prices for material and the 
total absence of stocks inquiries and busi- 
ness in iron and steel suffers. . 

“Trade in dry goods, boots and shoes, and 
summer wear of all sorts is restricted. Raw 
wool is in quite active demand at the west 
and is firmer in tone at the east, where stocks 
are small and manufacturers in need of sup- 
plies. Lumber is rather quiet at the east, 
but stocks of all kinds are low and prices 
are firmer there and atthe west. Builders’ 
hardware is still active. ‘ 


Volume of Grain Exports. 

“ Wheat, including flour, exports for the five 
days ending July 2 aggregated 3,211,215 bu, 
against 3,382,701 bu last week, and 3,787,689 
bu in this week last year. Wheat export®for 
the fiscal year aggregate 250,600,584 bu, 
against 216,394,869 bu last season. Corn ex- 
ports aggregate 127,969 bu, against 130,102 bu 
last week, and 2,240,933 bu last year. For 
the fiscal year corn exports are 26,423,177 
bu, against 175,000,146 bu last season.”’ 


RESCUES MAN FROM THE RIVER. 


George Holden Risks His Life to Save 
Erastus La Motte at Railway 
Bridge. 


George Holden, who has charge of the 
Illinois Central railroad bridge at the foot 
of South Water street, plunged into the river 
and rescued Erastus La Motte, who had 
walked off the abutment, it is said, in a semi- 
conscious condition yesterday. La. Motte 
was sinking for the third time when Holden 
‘grasped him by the coat collar. The drown- 
ing man struggled so violently that the 
bpridgetender had difficulty in reaching shore. 
La Motte was taken to his home, 1721 
Wrightwood avenue, in an ambulance, while 
the bridegtender continued at his post. La 
Motte is 52 years old, and for some time, it 
is sald, has been in poor health. He could 
not explain how he reached the river.

THE FOURTH IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

A year ago there was indugurated in the 
Philippines the civil government which, it 
is authoritatively stated, is today to be made 
permanent and co-extensive with the civil- 
ized provinces by a proclamation of the 
president published in the city of Manila. 
The insurrection is to be declared at an end 
and amnesty for the insurgent leaders who 
still: remain prisoners is to be proclaimed. 
This will ‘release Aguinaldo and the incor- 
rigibles-at Guam. The president will take 
occasion té.express his approval of the work 
of the army in the archipelago. 

It may be that some of the leaders re- | 
leased by the general amnesty will abuse 
their liberty by fomenting discontent, but 
order has been so completely established and 
the people have learned so well the futility 
of resisting. American arms that peace will 
not be endangered. The return of the exiles 
from Guam and the release of Aguinaldo 
will serve as supreme evidence of the 
beneficent policy of the United States, and 
of its readiness to give an opportunity to 
all who have been fighting it to return to 
their homes and dwell therein peace. 

‘The work which was begun by the army 
and with its assistance:has been carried 
on by the commission is without precedent 
in the history of oriental government in 
present scope or future possibilities. The 
American people have not supported the a4- 
ministration to see reproduced in the Philip- 
pines the types of governments which exist 
in India, Java, and Tonkin, which offer no 
future to the populations over which they 
are established. American political prin- 
ciples are to be developed in the orient un- 
der the protection of American peace. 

The native leaders of the Philippines, 
who have been coéperating with the com- 
mission, realize better than the people of the 
United States the vastness of the work uac- 
complished, and the extent of the social 
regeneration which is in progress. The 
first chapter of the history of the American 
occupation of the Philippines closes today. 
In the future whether a sovereign republic 
be erected in the arcliipelago or the people 
elect to remain under the stars and stripes 
they will reckon the years of their inde- 
pendence from July 4, 1902. 


THE CHICAGO PACKING INDUSTRY. 

The total value of the products of the 
slaughtering and meat packing industries 
of the United States for the last census year 
was $785,500,000. Of this imposing sum 
nearly one-third must, be credited to Chica- 
go., If the respectability of an industry de- 
pends in any degree upon its size the Chi- 
cago stockyards industry is highly respect- 
able. Even if it is not good form to invite 
distinguished strangers to view the methods 
of doing business there it is permissible 
delicately to call their attention to the fact 
that millions of human beings depend on 
Chieago for their daily meat supply. LIli-

The value of the meat products of this 
city for the census year was $256,500,000. 
The cost of materials, salaries, and wages, 
and miscellaneous expenses aggregated 
$249,200,000. The gross profits of the 
slaughtering and meat packing establish- 
ments, large and small, were $7,300,000. 
The census bulletin does not give the cost 
of marketing products or losses by bad debts. 
It .makes no allowance for depreciation of 
plant -or interest on capital invested. If 
the amount chargeable to these items were 
known—and if it were known also how 
much the big packing concerns received in 


roads—it would be possible to form an ac- 
eurate idea of the net profits of the busi- 
ness for a year. It would be possible then 
to say authoritatively whether the profits 
had or liad not been excessive. ~ 

_ The census figures unmistakably show 
that the Chicago slaughtering and packing 
busffiess is an enormous one. It gives work 
to nearly 30,000 people—almost as many 
ds there are in Rockford. The wages and 
salaries pdid in the census year aggregat=d 
$17,000,000. The average earnings per man 
were higher than the average earnings per 
man taking the country as a whole. The 


census figures indicate that the profits of } 


the packers were large, even after making 
a liberal allowance for unreported charges 
against gross profits. The packers/did well 
during the census year.

BUFFALO AND CHARLESTON. 

The careless expenditure of public money | 
which has become characteristic of congress. 
is illustrated in almost every debate in 
which Mr. Cannon of ‘INMinois has tdken up 
the cudgels in behalf of the treasury. He 
has done more than any single member to 
prevent or diminish appropriations, but the 
house, although it applauds his arguments, 
generally votes for the measure under con- 
sideration on the supposition that it will 
please the beneficiaries and that ‘the tax- 
payers will not notice the addition to the 
cost of government. This is illustrated in 
the debate on the appropriations for the 
Charleston and Buffalo éxpositions. The 
democrats were shocked at the unconstitu- 
tional and extravagant gift of $500,000 to 
Buffalo, but their consciences were not too 
tender to prevent them overriding the con- 


stitution and voting for the grant of $160,- |. 


000 to meet the deficit at Charleston. 

“I cannot find, for the life of me,” said 
Mr. Williams of Mississippi, “ any justifica- 
tion for either appropriation; but if there 
be justification for the Buffalo appropria- 
tion there is just twice as much justification 
for the Charleston appropriation.” 

“Our appropriation committee turned 
down both appropriations,” said Mr. Liv- 
ingston of Georgia on the floor of the house, 
“but I undertake to say that this house 
giving Buffalo $500,000 without any merit 
—it would be an outrage to allow Charleston 
to go without this pittance.” 

Mr. Cannon: “ Well, one is a great big, 
black kettle—Buffalo, and the other is a 
little black pot—Charleston.” 

The sole reason assigned for aiding the 
Buffalo exposition was that the death of 
President McKinley had decreased the at- 
tendance and thus increased the deficit. 
The contemptuous reply of Mr. Cannon 
was: 

We know there is an estimate before this houre 
and a memorial from the men engaged in the 
government printing office building proposing thet 
they be paid three or four days’ wages because 


their work was suspended on account of the 
death of William McKinley. There were four 
or. five days when 80,000,000 people suspended 
their work on account of that tragedy. Who 
makes good to them the hundreds of millones 
of loss? Are we going to do it out of the treas- 
ury? In equity they are more entitled to it than 
these contractors and telegraph companies and 
telephone companies and lessors—more entitled to 
relief from the treasury. Are you going to re- 
Neve them? Nay, nay, you are going to turn 
and tax them to relieve, whom?—men of 
men who traded with their eyes open, 
worked for profit. I do not believe 
policy. I do not believe that we have 


any right to it.

REMOVE THE TRAILERS. 
It is said the organized employés of the 
_ Union and Consolidated traction companies 
will not only. ask-for higher wages but also 


electric lines, and a decrease in the number 
of trailers on cable lines. A decrease in the 
number of trailers means work for more mo- 
tor men—greater employment for labor. It 
may be that this is all the employés have in 
view in this demand. On the other hand 
the only reason the companies have for run- 
ning cars as trailers is to keep down the 
number of employés and the pay roll. 

The employés, whatever may be the mo- 
tives which influence them, are on the right 
side_and the popular side of the question. 
The trailer system is, in many ways, an im- 
position on the public. Because of it inter- 
vals between trains are longer. The people 
have to wait more minutes fora car than 
they would if single cars were run. Where 
the cars are run in trains slower time is 
made because-Uf the more frequent stop- 
pages. All except those who are on the'last 
car are inconvenienced by being forced to 
get off, not at the crossing but away from it, 
where the street may be muddy or sjoppy. 
It is frequently one or the other in Chicago. 

When cars are run in trains the motor 
man has less contro] than when he is run- 
ning one car. He is not able to come toa 
stop so soon. Accidents are more likely to 
happen. _Accidents do happen continually 
which are not the fault of motor men or 
gripmen, though the company he works for 
may hold him responsible, which are due 
solely to the fact that there is not at his com- 
mand mechanism adequate to stop a long 
train suddenly. In self-defense motor men 
and gripmen should ask that trailers be 
done away with. | | 

The other day the head of the transporta- 
tion department of the Metropolitan street 
railway company of New York was visited 
by women representing numerous organiza- 
tions to find out whether they could not get 
better transportation facilities. .They sug- 
gested the use of trailers, which, they said, 
were used successfully in Chicago. The an- 
swer made to them was “ the percentage of 
accidents is a great deal higherdin Chicago 
than here, and the trailer is generally dis- 
eredited over the country because of its 
dangerous qualities.”

‘two traction companies referred to will 
make an earnest demand for the abatement.

‘THE AMERICAN EAGLE, 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “‘ Tribune.” 


The American, or bald eagle, the subject 
of the nature study in Tus Trisune of to- 
day, is the national bird of the great North 
American republic, although why it: should 
have been chosen is not clear, as its charac- 
ter as a bird of prey would hardly be con- 
sidered in accord with the sentiments of a 
liberty loving people. Its place as the king 
of birds possibly accounts for this choice, as 
its scream may be said to inspire. all to 
patriotic effort on this, the natal day of the 
republic. 

The bald eagle is universal in North Amer- 
ica, and is named from its white head, which 
at a distance has the appearance of baldness. 
It is scientifically. known as the Haliaetus 
leucocephalus (hallaetus, a sea eagle, and 
leucocephalus,’' white headed), and belongs 
to the order raptores, or birds of prey,.which 
are characterized by the hooked beak. They 
are to birds what beasts of prey are to mam- 
mals. 

Birds of prey are of four classes: Gypo- 
geramids (the secretary bird of Africa), 
accipitres (hawks, eagles, etc.), old world 
vultures, cathartides, American vultures, 
The bald eagle, when 
adult, has a dark brown body, head and tail 
white, eyes, bill, and feet yellow. It is three 
feet in length; extent of. wing, six to seven 
feet; tail, almost a foot long. It builds a nest 
of large sticks roughly piled together in‘a 
huge forest tree, or sométimes upon the high, 
isolated crag of a mountain peak. There 
are two or three white eggs, three inches 
long and two afid one-half inches wide. The 
female is usually larger than the male. 

The young are at first a downy gray; when 
a year old they are black eagles; at two years 
gray; and do not attain the white head and 
tail until three years old. Their. habitat is 
all North America and across the Aleutian 
islands ‘to’ the Commander islands, Kam- 
chatka. They subsist mostly on fish, but, 
prey upon small animals, sometimes carry- 
ing off lambs. They are said to pirate the 
catch of the fishhawk, and, it is claimed, 
have been seen to sit upon a crag or tree until 
the hawk had made its catch, when the eagie 
would swoop down and carry it off. 

There are but two species of eagle known 
to North America—the bald and the golden 
eagle, which latter belongs to the species 
aquila. These have the feathers covering 
the leg down to the foot, while in the halia- 
etus the torsi is covered only half way down, 
re lower half being marked with scales. 

e golden eagle breeds farther inland than 
the bald eagle, being less dependent upon 
water for its prey. 

There are six or seven species of eagle in 
Europe, but ofly two in Great Britain, where 
they have been almost exterminated because 
of the damage done by them to the crops 
and flocks of sheep. . 

While seldom if ever domesticated, the 
eagle has in many countries been confined 
in cages, and finds a place in nearly every 
* zoo.”” The commanding characteristics of 
the eagle as the monarch of the clouds have 
lead to its adoption upon the standards of 
many nations, notably Rome, Germany, im- 
perial France, Austria, and Russia. 

Eagles seek their prey by day entirely,.and 
have been called the tigers of the air. Their 
cousin’, the owls, are nocturnal.

AISDBR WILHELM has no intention 
for the present of parting from his 
chanoellor, despite all that has been 
reported ‘of late with regard to the 
impending downfall of Count Biilow. 

For the latter has just been promoted to the 
rank of colonel of the Seventh Hussar regi- 
ment, in which he served during the Franco- 
German war, and:in which he has until now 
held the rank of HNeutenant of the reserve. 
The promotion. of the count at one bound 
from the rank of lieutenant to that of colonel 
is generally regarded as being preparatory 
to his early advancement to the grade of 
general, a distinction to which as an old 
=e officers he will be particularly sen- 
le. 
The late Prince Bismarck, it may be re- 


‘| membered, was far more proud of his mili- 


tary honors than of those of a civilian char- 
acter, and, although he had done no regi- 
mental duty since he quitted. the active 
service with the rank of second lieutenant, 
and never after that held any military com- 
mand, yet he took more stock in his suc- 
cessive promotions to the grades of major, 


PColonel, general, and field marshal than in 


all the other honors, the titles, and the dec- 
orations bestowed upon him. 
Emperor William may be said to have 
exhausted almost al! the distinctions of a 
civillan character that he could grant to 
Von @Btllow. He has made him a knight of 
the black eagle, which is the Prussian equiv- 
alent of the Englieh order of the garter, 


and the highest decoration in the land. He 


has invested him with the title and office of 
chancellor of the empire—that is to say, he 
has placed him at the head of the official 
hierarchy of Germany. He has created him 
a count, and had he not hit upon this plan 


| of honoring him by means of military pro- 


motion he would have had no further token 

of favor left to give him but the coronet of 

prince, 


-Prussians are essentially a military nation. 
When they have the right to wear a military 
uniform they always don it in preference to 
any other. There is no doubt, for instance, 
that the genial German ambassador at 
Washington would infinitely prefer to wear 
the garb of the hussar regiment, in which he 
gallantly fought through the Franco-German 
war, than his diplomatic costunie, were it 
not for the fact that (like the imperial chan- 
cellor until the other day) he still figures on 
the army Mst as a mere captain, a military 
grade which is scarcely consonant with that 
of a fullfiedged ambassador. But the secre- 
taries of his embassy almost always make 
it a point of appearing on official occasions 
in the uniforms of the regiment to the reserve 
lists of which they belong, instead of 
diplomatic uniforms. 

Emperor Francis Joseph, after he had no 
other honor left to bestow on his favorite 
chancellor, the late Count Julius Andrassy— 
who had declined the title of prince—advanced 
him to the rank of general of cavalry, to the 
count’s huge gratification, and I have no 
doubt but what Count Bilow is more keenly 
sensible of this latest token of his sover- 
eign's favor—namely: the promotion to the 
colonelcy of hussars—than to al} the others 
that have come his way until now. 4 


A fullfiledged French duchess, and an 
equally authentic countess, who wrongly 
styles herself princess, are fighting in the 
Belgian courts at. Liege for the possession 
of a 16 year old French marquis, who ia the 
grandchild of,one and the son of the other. 
Curiously enough the father does not figure 
in the proceedings... 

The duchess in question is the. widowed 
duchess of Avaray, mother of the present and 
fourth duke of Avaray, while the countess is 
the latter's former wife, who, having, been 
divorced by him two years. before he suc- 
ceeded to the dukedom, has never been 
duchess of Avaray. She, however, owing 
probably to the disagreeable notoriety and 
the scandals incident to her divorce, has as- 
sumed without any vestige of a right the 
title of Princess Montglyon, on the plea 


that it formerly belonged to her father’s 


family, but of which no mention will be 
found in the “* Almanach de Gotha,” or. in 
any other works of reference. 

By the terms of the divorce the son, An- 
toine by name, who is the only issue of the 
marriage between the present Duke Avaray 
and his soidisant princess, was awarded by 
the French courts to the care of his father, 
the duke, however, turning over the child to 
his own mother, the widowed duchess, and 
intrusting her with the lad’s education. 

The old duchess is exceedingly devout and 
terribly strict in her views of life. Her 
grandson through his mother has Chimay 
blood in his veins—and every one in Europe 
knows what that means. It is not aston- 
ishing, therefore, that ‘the young marquis 
of Avaray, who will be 17 next October, 
should have yearned for a freedom which he 
could not enjoy under the roof of his pious 
grandmother. And so of his own accord he 
bolted the other day, and went off and joined 
his mother'at her chateau of Argenteau in 
Beigium, an old ancestral] place which she 
inherited from her father, the late Count de 
Mercy d’ Argenteau. 


The old duchess immediately commenced 
legal proceedings in order to recover pos- 
session of her grandson on the plea that he 
was still a minor and had been confided as 
such to her care and charge by his father, to 
whom the French divorce court had awarded 
him. t the*lad’s mother declines to sur- 
‘render him. True, she has brought several 
suits in the French courts to obtain pos- 
session of the boy, being each time defeated 
on the ground that a woman who Kad been the 
subject of so many scandals, and so much dis- 
agreeable notoriety, was not a fit guardian 
for any minor, even if her own offspring. 

But she is now in Belgium. It is the Bel- 
gian courts which will have to decide wheth- 
er she must surrender the young marquis, 
and, as a Belgian by birth and domicile, she 
expects them to decide in her favor, the 
more so as more than at least ten years have 
elapsed since her divorce was pronounced 
at Paris, and she may reasonably hope that 
the revelations in connection therewith have 
been forgotten. Moreover, possession is 
nine-tenths of the law, and her boy is with 
her, has come to her of his own accord, and 
declines to leave her. 

She is still a handsome and a wonderfully 
brilliant woman, and had entered quite a 
number of her dogs for the great American 
kennel show, held at New York last fall. 
Indeed, she had already booked her passage 
and was on the point of coming to this coun- 
try to attend the exhibition, but changed her 
mind at the last moment. 

Of course, the amazing thing in the whole 
affair is that the duke of Avaray himeeif 
should take no part ip the present proceed- 
ings and should leave his mother to do all 
the fighting for the recovery of his son. 
But the duke is an exceedingly high prin- 
cipled, extremely devout, and sensitive man, 
to whom the notoriety in which he has been 
involved through the behavior of his former 
wife has been a source of such deep distress 
that he has become a complete recluse, and 
dreads above everything else a revival of 
the scandal. In fact he has declined to move 
hand or foot in the matter and has left the 
mother to do all the fighting. 

The new Lord Braybrooke, who has just 
succeeded to the title through the death of 
his brother, is an aged clergyman, master 
of Magdalene college, Cambridge university, 
a rural dean, and a notable addition to the 
growing number of parson peers in the house 
of lords. He was a member of the Eton 
eleven and the son of the first editor of 
Pepys’ Diary, «which lay untouched and un- 
deciphered—it was written in shorthand— 
until the year 1821, when the father of the 

nt Lord Braybrooke, finding it in the 
library of Magdalene college, to which it had 
been bequeathed in 1666, took it in hand and 
gave it to the world as the most interest- 
ing picture of English society in the reign of 
King Charlies II. The Lord Braybrookes as 
owners of the Audley (End estate are heredi- 
tary visitors of Magdalene college, Cam-

Lawyer Representing the French Play- 
wright Files a Petition by Which 
He Hopes to Prove His Client Was 
Not Inepired by Samuel Eberly 
Gross’ “Merchant Prince of Corn- 
ville "Foreign Writer Must Prove 
He a Plagiarist. 


a plagiarist, is to try to prove to the world 
that “‘Cyrano de Bergerac’’ was not in- 
spired by Samuel Eberly Gross’ “ Merchan 
Prince of Cornville.” 

Rostand’s attorney, William Burry, appear- 
ed in the United States circuit court yester- 
day with a petition for leave to reopen the 
case and have the decree in Mr. Gross’ favor 
set aside. This decree was entered by Judge 
Kohlsaat on May 21 on the recommendation 
of Master in Chancery Sherman, who re- 
ported that the evidence gave good grounds 
for entering an order in favor of Grose. 

Judge Kohisaat said he would consider the 
“matter further on July 10, on which date he 
expects Mr. Gross’ lawyer to be prepared to 
contest M. Rostand’s motion, 

The French playwright had no time to 
spare in presenting his objections to the de- 
cree, as the federal court closed late in the

Will Protect Bondholders. 


N. W. Harris & Co., who floated the $5,000,- 
000 5 per cent bonds of the Michigan tele- 
phone cOmpany, July interest on which is in 
default, have decided to protect the inter- 
ests of bondholders, and the latter are ad- 
vised not to part with their bonds at a sac- 
rifice. The following statement by N, W. 
Harris & Co. covers fully the matter: 

“We have made as thorough an examina- 
tion as possible, under the circumstances, 
and have reached the following conclusions: 
The physical value of the property is in ex- 
cess of the bonded debt. We were so ad- 
vised at the time of our purchase of the 
bonds by Messrs. Stone & Webster, whom 
we believe to be among the ablest electric 
and telephonic experts in the country, In 
their report dated June 15, 1900. 

“This has been confirmed by their sub- 
sequent examination, and by that recently 
made in our behalf by Mr. W. A. Jagkeon, 
who was for several years man- 
ager of the Michigan telephone system and 
has since been connected with the Central 
Union telephone company, serving as presi- 
dent from July, 1897, until May, 1901. 

“ Feeling that the responsibility of a 
' banking house does not end with the selling 
of an issue of bonds, and that in case of 
unexpected , developments of this character 
we should be ready actively to protect the 
interests of our inv clients, and with 
the desire of arriving at ae friendly settle- 
ment in the interest of all concerned, we 
have proposed to purchase from the Bell 
telephone interests the control of the com- 
pany and the floating debt above referred to, 
paying therefor a substaftial sum in cash, 
and agreeing in conmection with such pur- 
chase to furnish funds for the payment of 
the interest due July 1, and for the imme- 
diate necessities of the company, and to as- 
sume responsibility for its man ment.

Among the Banks. 


Bince the announcem of the 
tion of the Drexel savin , to be located 
at Oakwood boulevard, the stock of the Oak- 
land national bank has declined 15 points.

The Chicago teachers’ federation will ap- 
peal to the coyrts in carrying on its fight for 
$219,000, which the teachers contend should 
be set aside out of the recently secured back 
taxes to reimburse them for losses suffered 
because of the cut in salaries in 1900. 

Whether the litigation will take the form 
of mandamus proceedings to compel the 
board of education to appropriate the money 
at its next meeting, or of an injunction to 
restrain the payment of the money for pur- 
poses of kindergartens, evening schools, re- 
pair, and fuel, as recommended by the’ 


finance committee, has not been announced. 


The federation’s position was defined by 
President Ella A. Rowe yesterday in this 
statement > 

“ We believe we are entitled under the law 
to this money and we are going to fight for 
our rights.” 

The federation leaders have little hope that 
the board at its meeting Wednesday evening 
Will fail to approve the recommendations of 
the finance committee, which rejected the 
thachers’ claim as untenable. Therefore 
they are ready to assume that the only re- 
dress they have is in the courts, and are 
taking their plans accordingly. 

The matter was placed in the hands of the 
federation’s attorney yesterday, and upon 
his decision will depend the nature of the liti- 
gation. 


Plans for the Kindergartens.

WORK FOR NAVAL STATION] 


CONGRESSMAN FOSS WANTS CHI- 
CAGO TO GET OUT AND HUSTLE. 


Declares the Training School Should 
Be Located Here—Means Much to the 
People of the Middle Western States 


—Secretary Moody Names Board of 


Inspection of the Avatiable Sites 
for Structure. 


The great lakes naval training station is 
the ay for which Congressman George E. 
Foss wants Chicago to go out and hustle. 
He deciares it should be located here. It 
was the congressman's amendment to the 
naval school bill which made the school a 
reality, and he does not want some other 
state to carry off the prize. 

At Washington yesterday Secretary Moody 
named the board which will inspect avail- 
able sites on the great lakes for the training 
station. The board will comprise Rear Ad- 
miral Henry C. Taylor, chief of the bureau of 
| navigation, and Civil Engineer H. H. Roas- 
seau, assistant to Rear Admiral M. T. Endi- 
cott, chief of the bureau of yards and docks. 
The selection of Rear Admiral Taylor arises 
out of the fact that the entire naval training 
system is under his bureau. He desires to 
familiarize himself with conditions in the 


‘middle west, with a view to ascertaining just 


what sections are’ likely to contribute the 
most reoruits to the service. Rear Admiral 
Taylor and Civil Engineer Roasseau will 
leave Washington about the end of the 
month. They will return the latter part of 
August. Gongress appropriated $5,000 to 
pay the expenses of the investigation. 


Importance of Naval Schools. 


“This naval school,” said Congreasman 
Foss, “means much more to the middle 
western states than the people realize. It 
will be one of the greatest educators in the 
whole country. Such towns as Milwaukee, 
Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland, and Erie are 
active candidates for the station. But in my 
judgment none of them offers so many ad- 
vantages as Chicago. This city is already a 
recruiting station and has a strong naval 
militia organization to work for the station. 

“The cost of a station has not been esti- 
mated. One of the duties of the investigat- 
ing board will be to make estimates. Not 
less than 100 acres of ground will be re- 
quired; buildings for the officers and men, 
a target range, and training ships for the 
drilling and practice on water are among 
the things that belong to such a station. So 
it can be seen that the original expenditures 
must amount to several hundreds of. thou- 
sands of dollars. The cost of maintenance 
will also be of large benefit to the country 
contributary to Chicagp if Chicago gets the 
station,”’ 


Talks of War Tax Repeal. 

In discussing the work of congress Mr. 
Foss decitared that the repeal of the war tax 
was one of the most important actions taken. 

“The tax was put on for war purposes,”’ 
said he, “ and the war being over the people 
wanted this additional burden removed. In 
repealing it promptly congress kept another 
of the war promises it made to the country. 
The people will not forget it nor fail to ap- 
preciate that the republicans are entitled 
to the credit for lifting a load off their 
shoulMers, amounting in the aggregate to 

something like $73,000,000 @ year.”’ 

-The bill to establish civil government in 
the Philippines, the canal, and the irrigation 
bills are other measures that Mr. Foss 
ranks as of supreme importance. With ref- 
erence to the Cuban tariff measure that did 
not pass, he said: “It ought to have gone 
through. It will be passed, however, early 
in the next session. That whole question 
is @ moral one and we are morally bound 
to give Cuba the start that will enable it 
to succeed. AM talk of annexation is pre- 
mature. When the people of the island ask 
to be annexed it will be time enough to talk 
about it. Now we should carry out our 
obligations. Failure to give the islanders the 
tariff relief they need will not hurt them this 
year, but if the bill is not passed next De- 
cember they will suffer next year. I can- 
not see that failure to pass the bill will 
operate against the republicans in the fall 
campaign. The people know that we intend 
to do everything that we should do for 
Cuba, and they are not going to take any 
chances on the democrats doing more than 
they feel confident the republicans -will do. 


Mistake of the Democrats. 


_ “In my judgment the democrats killed 
their prospects when they commenced at- 
tacking the army.

ABANDON SUICIDE THEORY 
IN CASE OF H. G. CLARKE. 


Deckhand Saw Him Leap from City of 
ont Deck and Swim Toward the 
in Racine Harbor. |

Horace Greeley Clarke was seen to jump off 
the steamboat City of Fremont as it left 
the Racine harbor on Saturday night. A 
deckhand employed by the Barry line saw 
him dive, but thought that he was one of the 
wharf men and was out foraswim. He was 
seen to start for the shore, and no more at- 
tention was paid to him. That he landed is 
taken as a foregone conclusion, and the loca! 
police have given up the suicide idea. 

“I do not know the cause of his disappear- 
ance,”’ said Lieut. Rohan last night, “ but 
we have now received proof that he jumped 
off and swam toward the shore.”’ 

Acting on this clew the police at Racine 
have started a closer investigation, and Dr. 
BE. Clarke, the missing broker’s brother, has 
gone there to take up the search himself. 
Clarke had a considerable sum of money with 
him when he left Chicago with his wife, and 
besides carried several large and costly dia- 
monds. {it was because of this money and 
the jewels that Mrs. Clarke at first believed 
he had been struck, robbed, and then thrown 
overboard. This theory she has now dropped. 

When seen yesterday she claimed to have 
received no word from her husband and ex- 
pected mone. His brother, who came on from 
Iowa City when the news of the disappear- 
ance became known there, has had no word, 
but does not beljeve that H. G. Clarke com- 
mitted suicide as he can find no reason for 
such an act. He has offered a reward of 
$100 for information regarding his brother's 
present whereabouts or death. . 

My husband is. n dead,”’ said Mrs. 
Clarke. “I have not heard from him and 
don’t know where he is, but I do know he did 
not commit suicide and had no intention of 
doing it. He was in good shape financially 
and we never quarreled. If he is dead he has 
been killed by those who were anxious to get 
his money and his diamonds.”’ 

While Clarke was reputed to be wealthy 
his home at 4806 Calumet avenue was modest. 
A query at the board of trade yesterday 
brought the answer that he is not known 
there and has not been involved in any of the 
big deals. 

Out in Towa City, the old home of Mr. 
Clarke, the opinion prevails that he did 
not commit suicide. His brother, John 
Clarke, who arrived from that point yester- 
dey, said: 

“It is absurd to claim that Horace com- 
mitted suicide, for he had every reason 
to live. His domestic life was happy. 
Financially he was in good shape. Last 
Friday he cleared $65,000, and during hig 
short residence in Chicago he made over

STAMPEDE KILLS TWENTY 
STEERS AT STOCKYARDS. 


Herd of Distillery Cattle Dashes Down 
Chute and Piles Up Mass of Dead 
and Mangled Animals. 


Twenty steers were trampled to death and 
two herders narrowly escaped with their 
lives yesterday morning during a stampede 
at the stockyards of a herd of 300 “ distil- 
lery cattle.” It was one of the worst of 
many stampedes in the history of the yards. 

The cattle were being driven over the 
viaduct to one of the Armour pens. John 
Quinn was leading and William Larkin was 
helping him. The cattle were on the run: 
when Quinn reached and tried to open the 
gate, which is at the bottom of a thirty foot 
chute. The gate stuck, and before Quinn 
could open it the cattle were in a mad rush 
almost upon him. 

Spurring his horse, the latter leaped over 
the fence and saved Quinn with a few 
bruises. ~But the horse was hurt so that it 
had to be shot. Larkin also got out of the 
way just in the nick of time, . 

Where Quinn had been, at the bottom of 
the chute, there was in another moment a 
mass of dead and dying cattle, with necks 
broken, legs pulled from their sockets, some 
impaled on the horns of those beneath them, 
and some with their necks so twisted that 
they were actually impaled on their own 
The sight was one that made even 
veteran herders turn away their heads. 

As for the cattle in the rear of the herd, 
many jumped over fences and were scat- 
tered In various pens. The rest were stopped 
only by the wall of dead cattle which served 
as a barrier to further progress. 

Cowpunchers hurried in from all sides to 
stop the stampede and corral the scattered 
animals, but it was an hour before their task 
was finished.
